Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18-22 are allowed.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims in the application are deemed to be directed to an nonobvious improvement 
over the prior art, particularly over Keizo et al. (Keizo) (JP 1 1-178216). The primary reason for 
allowance of the claims is the inclusion of the particular interconnections of the switch, first and 
second inverter/rectifiers, Power supply and load. More particularly, the first inverter/rectifier 
connected in parallel with the series connection of the switch and the inverter/rectifier AC side 
terminals connected to the load; the second inverter/rectifier connected in series with the power 
source and with its AC terminals connected to the load. Keizo teaches a power supply apparatus 
comprising a switch (2, see fig2) in series between an inverter/rectifier (6) and a load (3) with a 
second inverter/rectifier (4) connected in parallel to the load (3) however Keizo fails to teach the 
particular claimed interconnections of Applicant's invention.
